Family rights and privacy discussed 
at Student Affairs training session 


At a recent training session on the 
Family Educational Rights and Privacy 
Act of 1974, known as the Buckley 
Amendment, Gary Pavela, director of 
Judicial Programs at the University of 
Maryland, said, “The spirit of the regu- 
lation is to ensure students’ access to 
educational information that others use 
to make decisions about them.” 


During his lecture, sponsored by the 
office of Student Affairs (SA), Dr. Pave- 
la discussed the implications of the 
Buckley Amendment and answered 
questions by faculty and staff regarding 
release of educational information. Dr. 
Pavela was introduced by Steven 
Chough, dean of Student Affairs. 


Under the Family Educational Rights 
and Privacy Act, all official student 
records are considered confidential. 
This applies to records of anyone who 
is now or has been enrolled as a student. 


NTD 20-year celebration includes 
May 9 MSSD benefit performance 


As part of its 20th anniversary 
celebration, the National Theatre of the 
Deaf (NTD) will present a benefit per- 
formance of Carson McCullers’ “The 
Heart is A Lonely Hunter” May 9 at 8 
p.m. in the MSSD Auditorium. 

The play, selected as the NTD an- 
niversary presentation, has been touring 
the northeastern and midwestern states 
with Adrian Blue in the role of John 
Singer, the central character whose 
deafness mirrors the other characters’ 
isolation by barriers of race, creed, disa- 
bility and ignorance. 

The Tony Award-winning group’s an- 
niversary is especially significant, said 
NTD artistic director David Hayes, be- 
cause “so many people doubted that we 
would ever get off the ground. But here 
we are, still gaining altitude.” 

In 1967, six people bought tickets to 
see its first public performance, “mostly 
out of curiosity,” said Hayes. Twenty

years later the NTD has given almost 
4,000 performances in 26 countries 
and is the only professional theater 
company to perform in all 50 states. 

The NTD boasts such celebrated 
deaf alumni as Linda Bove, Bernard 
Bragg, Gil Eastman, Phyllis Frelich, 
Julianna Fjeld and Ed Waterstreet, all 
of whom are Gallaudet graduates. 

The company has performed on 
numerous television specials and regu- 
larly on “Sesame Street.” In 1977 it 
received a Tony for theatrical excel- 
lence, and in 1984 it was one of the 
four national theater companies chosen 
to represent the United States at the 
Olympic Arts Festival. Last spring, 
NTD became the first western theater 
company to perform in The Peoples’ 
Republic of China.

John Van Cleve, history professor, 
will be honored at the 40th annual Na- 
tional Conference on Employment of 
People with Disabilities to be held in 
Denver April 22 through 24. 

Dr. Van Cleve will receive a book 
award of the President’s Committee on 
Employment of the Handicapped for his 
“Gallaudet Encyclopedia of Deaf People 
and Deafness” published by McGraw- 
Hill, Co. 


Frank Bowe, Gallaudet alumnus and 


author of several books on people with 
disabilities, will also receive a book 
award for his recently published 
“Changing the Rules.” 

Among the 4,000 participants expect- 
ed to attend the conference are James 
Brady, press secretary to the president; 
John Naisbitt, author of “Megatrends;” 
and Mary Pat Radabaugh, manager of 
the National Support Center for Per- 
sons with Disabilities. 


The act also requires that institutions 
develop written polices regarding access 
procedures to these records, and that 
the policies be disseminated among stu- 
dents and other members of the cam- 
pus community who are affected by the 
regulations. 


At the request of Provost Catherine 
Ingold, a committee was established 
last fall to review the act and develop 
policy statements for the University. 
The committee, chaired by Virginia 
Cowgell, special assistant to the dean 
of SA, developed a statement of notifi- 
cation to students of their rights, to be 
distributed annually, plus guidelines for 
faculty and staff outlining their responsi- 
bilities in dealing with students’ records. 


Members of the committee included 
Debra Siel, academic adviser; Nancy 
Cowan, director of Financial Aid; Jerald 
Jordan, director of Records Manage- 
ment; and Sy Dubow, director of the 
Gallaudet Center for Law and the Deaf. 


According to Dr. Cowgell, the pur- 
pose of the training session was to 
make Gallaudet faculty, staff and ad- 
ministrators knowledgeable and confi- 
dent in developing policies and 
procedures for handling student infor- 
mation. 


“The next step is getting the word to 
students about their rights regarding 
their academic records,” said Dr. Cow- 
gell. “The policy will be distributed in 
the fall as part of the student 
handbook.”

Student receives 
AAAD top honor 


After more than two years of break- 
ing records—most of which she set 
herself— two-time All-American cham- 
pion Betsy Bachtel was named Ameri- 
can Athletic Association of the Deaf 
(AAAD) 1986 Athlete of the Year. 

“I feel now that I want to go all the 
way to the top,” said Bachtel. “There 
are records out there that I want to 
break, too.” 

In the 1985 World Games for the 
Deaf, Bachtel won a silver medal for 
the 1500 meters and a bronze medal in 
the 3000 meters events. The same 
year, she was named All-American in 
the NCAA Division III for placing in the 
top 25 of 111 top runners who quali- 
fied in regional championships around 
the country. 

The following year, Bachtel again 
achieved All-American status when she 
finished sixth out of 115 women com- 
peting in the national finals. 

As a junior majoring in social work, 
Bachtel’s immediate track and cross 
country competition is mostly against 
herself. “Sometimes I train alone, but 
more often I join the boys on the track 
to keep in training,” she said. Bachtel 
plans to enter the 1989 World Games 
for the Deaf to be held in New 
Zealand. 

In honoring Bachtel, the AAAD cited 
her “untiring efforts to better the deaf 
youth of America in the world of 
sports, and excellent performance in 
track and field for Gallaudet University.”
